Storm Rages 
On Florida, 
S. Georgia

TALLAHASSEE, Fia., Sept. 4— 
(U.P)—The raging winds of a “very 
severe” hurricane bore down on 
the northwest Florida coast Mon- 
day night and lowlanders were 
warned to flee the places of safety. 


The storm center was expected 
to slam against the coast line late 
Monday and then slash inland to 
give this capital city and a wide 
area of northwest Florida and 
South Georgia hurricane force 
winds. 


In a delayed advisory, issued by 
the Miami weather bureau at 7:30 
p. m. EST., highest winds were 
reported at more than 115 miles 
an hour over an area of the gu!f 
30 miles in diameter. Hurricane 
force winds, of 75 MPH or higher, 
extended 70 miles. 


Miami hurricane expert Grady 
Norton said earlier that top winds 
on the Eastern quadrant of the . 
small - but power-packed storm 
were about 125 miles an hour. 


Abnormally high tides battered 
a string of resort islands 25 miles 
long off St. Petersburg, pounding 
houses and flooding roadways. 


John Evans, St. Petersburg 
Times photographer, said he saw 
15-feet high tides surging upon 
part of the islands, shooting up 
spray into the air as high as a two- 
story building. 


Gulf Boulevard, running the 
length of the beaches from Pass- 
A-Grille, north to Indian rocks, 
was partly washed out. 


Sunset Beach, the southernmost 
community on Treasure Island, 
was hit hardest. 

A naval reserve crew manning 
spotlights and a two-way radio 
on a truck stood by as two houses 
gradually fell apart under the 
crashing waves and sand had been 
swept up onto the lawn at one 
house until it nearly buried sev- 
eral 40-inch concrete benches.

Neglected, 
Teacher Says 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa., Sept. 4. 
(‘P)\—This nation is neglecting its 
“greatest resource” — gifted and 
talented children—the American 
Psychological Association was told 
Monday. 


Prof. Paul Witty of Northwest- 
ern University said that only a 
few states provide special educa- 
tional facilities designed to allow 
proper development of the talents 
of the superior child. 


He said the typical elementary 
school provides a “too meagre and 
too restricted” curriculum for the 
gifted child. He added that neg- 
lect of such children in high 
schools is even greater than in the 
elementary schools. 


As a group, Witty declared, gift- | 
ed children make § satisfactory 
marks in high school, but many 
“languish in idleness” throughout 
the four years and fail tc develop 
the ambition or work habits es- 
sential for profitable college ca- 
reers. 

He said that many such students | 
are not adequately challenged by 
their college courses, indicating a 
need “for more adequate stimu- 
lation and guidance of the gifted |

An enemy which is able to mount yet 
another offensive in sufficient strength to 
imperil our own key points cannot by any 
stretch of the imagination be termed an 
enemy tottering on the brink of defeat. 

Actually, the Korean Communists are 
far from exhausted. Some military men 
believe at least 100,000 men are being held 
in reserve to the 100,000 committed in the 

nt offensive.

others in rear areas. Indeed, their troops 

are able to rest, something our own can- 
not do. 

Moreover, Russia is becoming more 
overt with her assistance. Soviet tanks are 
said to have been shipped to the Korean 
Communists within the past month and 
reports from Tokyo indicate workmen are 
busy repairing and lengthening air strips, 
indicating airplanes from Russia are ex- 
pected to enter the fighting.

Nehru Loses

Credit for 


The Small Farmer 


In its current monthly review publica- 
tion, the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta 
deals with trends in farm income in the 
Sixth Reserve District. This area includes 
the Southern States of Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia and substantial portions of Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi and Tennessee. 

The bank’s survey reveals that the 
farmer's share of the national income has 
followed a downward trend for at least a 
century, largely ause of technological 
changes wherein many functions once per- 
formed by farmers have been transferred 
to nonagricultural establishments. An- 
other factor tending to decrease the farm- 
er’s share of the national income is that 
the demand for food and fiber does not in- 
crease as fast as the real income of the 
consumers. 

The report is most significant in that 
it reveals that from 1939 to 1948 the States 
in the district lost more ground to other 
income-producing activities than did agri- 


fighting be prolonged so as to force us to 
commit as much of our strength as possi- 
ble to fighting in a campaign both remote 
and without strategic value. Whether Mos- 
cow will, therefore, order the Chinese 
Communists to interfere actively is yet an 
open question. But their movement near 
the Korean border certainly is designed to 
influence the situation. 

Our overwhelming superiority in the 
air has eased the burden somewhat for our 
vastly outnumbered troops. But one strong 
lesson of Korea is that ground superiority 
is necessary to win battles. Doubtless, the 
movement of materiel and men has been 
slowed by constant air attacks, but they 
have not been stopped altogether and, ter- 
rain and weather being what they are, it 
is not likely they will be. 

We in this country should make up our 
minds to a long, difficult struggle. Korea 
itself may drag into many more months. 
And there well may be more campaigns 


of this sort. The only way we can speed 


the outcome of the conflict is to exert all 
our efforts toward preparing to win.

During this 
period the nation’s farmers increased their 
share of national income, exclusive of Gov- 
ernment payments, from 9.3 in 1939 to 10.7 
in 1948. There was a one-point decline in 
the Sixth District for the same period, 
from 14.4 to 14.3. 
Se Reserve bank conclusions are: 

In the district, as in the nation, some 
of she past trends probably will continue. 
Many more farmers will be faced with 
the necessity to substitute new enterprise, 
such as livestock, for traditional cash crops. 

2. Unless hired labor costs go sharply 
down, mechanization will continue at a 
rapid rate and cash costs will constitute a 
larger proportion of the farmer’s total 
costs. 

A third conclusion we quote in full: 


“In order to maintain income or to 
increase it, the low-income farmer 
needs more capital and land. Larger 
farm units, of course, can be attained 
only if many of the low-income farm- 
ers leave agriculture. Even if the land 
heeded to enlarge their farms becomes 
available, the low-income farmers will 
still need large amounts of capital in 
the form of livestock, machinery and 
equipment. During the next decade 
one of the main problems in farm 
credit will be the selection of farmers 
who can use credit successfully to in- 
crease the size of their farm business.” 


All this means, we believe, that the 
State and Federal credit agencies must 
recognize that the small farmer cannot 
easily change to livestock. 

We must avoid, with long-term credit, 
the otherwise inevitable concentration of 
the new “grass agriculture” in a relatively 
few hands. Credit, with careful local 
screening of farmers who merit it, is the 
answer. But this means basic changes in 
existing credit patterns and concepts.

Another Negro 
Test Case Coming? 


You needn’t be too surprised if an at- 
tempt is made to enroll Negroes in white col- 
leges when the Fall quarter opens. Things 


have been ominously quiet since the State Democratic Conven- 


tion virtually dared the Negroes, who were peacefully awaiting 
the outcome of the Irwin County case and who were co-operating 
with the State Department of Education on surveying school needs, 
to try to enter white schools. The registrars would decline to 
enroll the Negroes, of course, and a test case would be filed. 


You can bank on Georgia having a State School Building 
Authority as soon as the Legislature meets. The Talmadge ad- 
ministration will push for this legislation, arld we see no oppo- 
sition to it. It is unfortunate that the Talmadge-controlled con- 
vention stirred up trouble between the races before the Talmadge 
administration could put into effect this plan which would solve 
the problem of equal educational facilities for the races. 


While all recognize a discrimination against the Negroes on 
the common school level, oddly enough Georgia has a subsidy 
plan on the University level which discriminates against white 
students. The subsidy is paid by the state in order to maintain 
segregation in the face of the state’s own constitutional require- 
ment that educational opportunities be equal. 


’ Georgia Negroes wanting certain courses 
Negroes I avored which are not offered in the three Negro 
colleges in Georgia—but which are offered at the University of 
Georgia or other white state colleges—are offered their choice 
of universities in the nation. The Negro just picks out the school 
he wants to attend and the State of Georgia pays the difference 
in the tuition at that school and the tuition at the University of 
Georgia. Most Negroes this Summer attended Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

Without wishing to be guilty of treason, we would say that 
Columbia has some courses which are superior to those offered 
in white colleges in Georgia. There are no state subsidies to help 
white students attend colleges of their choice over the United 
States. In other words, if you are a Negro you can get state 
help to attend top ranking universities anywhere in the nation. 
If you are a white student, you get the course at Georgia in- 
stitutions if they offer it—and if they don’t have it, you either 
don’t get it or you pay your own full tuition and expenses to go 
elsewhere. 

We can’t believe that any Negro student who is taking ad- 
vantage of the state’s subsidy would want to swap off this choice.

government and politics—Eugene Wilburn, member of the State

They would 
come out of such a school as incompetent, half- 
way printers who could never meet the com- 
petition of printers who have gone through the 
necessary and minute training in actual print 
shops—newspaper or job shops. Employers have 
long realized that the highly skilled art of print- 
ing and preparing newspapers can only be 
learned the hard way—on the job and through 
years of experience. 


The VU. S. Department of Labor, through its 
Apprenticeship Training Program, has also en- 
dorsed this principle for many years. The bu- 
reau has established joint committees, composed 
of equal numbers of employers and craft repre- 
sentatives who for years have worked out the 
training programs of highly skilled artisans. 
Officials of the Government have lent their full 
support and approval to the training programs 
worked out in this manner by the unions and 
the employers. 


There is probably no union which has a more 
intense appreciation of the need for competent 
workers than the International Typographical 
Union. This organization is fully aware that in 
order to preserve itself it must turn out enough, 
and in addition, competent printers. This re- 
sponsibility it has met admirably, through co- 
operation of both sides. Therefore, the money 
of Georgia's taxpayers, which scarcely meets the 
needs of educating our children in public schools, 
should definitely not be used to turn out half- 
way printers.

He is a 
past state commander of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, a veteran of World War I and 
the father ef a soldier whe was lost in World 
War Il. He can be blackballed from all unions 
and most jobs for life, but he is not likely 
te be intimidated by the vulgar threat of 
Jimmy Petrillo, whe runs the Musicians’ 
Union racket. Petrillo said, in a general aside 
te Republican candidates: “There will be 
nothing we won't de to knock your silly face 
out of Congress and keep it out.” 


That must not be taken literally. Mr. Petrillo 
never takes part in violence personally. For 
years, under Ed Kelly, the puppet mayor main- 
tained in Chicago by the Washington Kremlin, 
Petrillo enjoyed the services of bodyguards from 
the Police Department, rode in an armored car 
and kept a pistol at hand. He had it at hand 
the first time I met him, in his office. I asked 
him what it was for.

As a test of Mr. Petrillo’s thirst for the gore of 
Republican candidates, you could ask him about 
the time he got borrowed, or, as he insists, ab- 
ducted, and was ransomed back for $50,000 of 
his subjects’ money.

A Sidelight on Early Georgia Journalism 


This interesting historical background about Georgia's oldest weekly, The Union-Recorder at 


Milledgeville, came as a letter to Constitution Editor Raiph McGill. ~¥ 


Each year I notice a proper tribute paid to 
the old Union-Recorder, of Milledgeville, Ga., a 
newspaper long noted for effective service to the 
people of Georgia: usually this recognition is 
rendered on the anniversary. 


Mr. Jere Moore, the present editor, is evi- 
dently a writer of courage and ability; I've met 
him only once, but I was very much impressed 
with him, 


Sometimes it is difficult to trace the found- 
ing of old newspapers and their editors and 
publishers. I thought you might be interested 
in something about the men who published the 
paper (the Recorder part of it) prior to the 
Moores. 


Seaton and Fleming Grantland, the latter a 
grandfather of mine, came to Georgia from Vir- 
ginia, where they had published the Lynchburg 
Press. Seaton Grantiland, an uncle, founded in 
1808 The Georgia Journal and he and his 
brother backed W. H. Crawford in his cam- 
paign with John Clarke for political supremacy 
in Georgia. In 1819 they sold the Journal to 
publishers of the Reflector, which soon discon- 
tinued publication. 


On Feb. 15. 1820, Seaten Grantland and 
Richard McAllister Orme founded The 
Seuthern Recerder. In 1833, Seaten Grant- 
land sold his interest te Miller Grieve, who 
had married his niece, and went te Congress. 


Miller Grieve continued as co-partner with 
Orme until 1852 and the two men were 
staunch supporters of the old Whig Party, 
helping to carry Georgia in the Presidential 
elections of 1840 and 1848. Miller Grieve was 
also a state senator, and later became minister 
to Denmark, appointed by Millard Fillmore in 
1851.

ern Recorder of that year, Miller Grieve and 
Richard Orme evidentivy became out of accord 
concerning whom to support for Presidential 
nominee from Georgia. Accordingly, the paper 
printed names of both candidates. Miller Grieve 
preferred Daniel Webster and Mr. Orme chose 
General Winfield Scott. Miller Grieve sold his 
interest to Richard Orme and there is an edi- 
torial on October 12 giving the two men's views 
upon what was evidently a friendly agreement 
not to conflict. (It is interesting today that 
Richard Orme Flinn, Jr., a grandson of Richard 
Orme, and I work quite harmoniously together 
on some Christien work. I'm a grandson of 
Miller Grieve.) 


Miller Grieve was a hard-hitting editorialist. 
I think you would like his style. Short quote: 
“... to sit down soberly and seriously to confute 
a humbug is of all things on earth a little of 
the most disgusting, and if ill manners and im- 
patience are ever excusable in controversy it is 


‘when driven to the dilemma for the sake of the 


weakminded, but honest, who may possibly be 
misied by. it .... The Tariff Humbug we be- 
lieve to be the Lay of the Last Minstrel of the 
Humbug School of Georgia... . if they can shake 
even endurable music out of their cracked 
fiddie—in pity’s name, play on, we say, undis- 
turbed by us.” That was in support of Alex- 
ander Stephens, Georgia Congressman, who 
wanted the tariff to support the country’s deficit— 
at that time two to three million dollars. 


Bound copies of The Southern Recorder are 
now in the Georgia State Library at the Capitol 
(from 1824 through 1871). 


The Southern Recorder combined with the 
Federal Union in 1872, when the Moore family 
took over. The Federal Union was established 
as the Statesman and Patriot in 1825, later be- 
coming the Federal Union. ~

oe HENDERSONVILLE, N. C.—The pumpkins 
“a j are beginning to come into town off the North 

7 wer Carolina farms and they are beautiful. Pump- 
kins (punkins, if you want to say it right) tell you that Fall is 
just about here, that the kids will be back in school before you can 
turn around twice, and that it’s time to begin to lay in the wood 
for Winter. 

There’s a punkin up here they call the “candy roaster.” It’s 
a cream-colored fellow and large and round like a Stone Moun- 
tain watermelon. Its stem is the color of a kershaw. And it eats 
like a kershaw, the farmers tell you. “You cifop it into ‘pieces 
about twice the size of your hand (this farmer’s hand wasn’t any 
bigger than a country ham), clean off the seeds, put brown sugar 
on it and roast it in the oven.” 


‘Hit’s Good’ I didn’t have an opportunity to dip into any 

part of a candy roaster, but I have worked on 
many a kershaw and can testify to its comforting nature when 
fixed like the farmers tell you to fix the candy roaster. ‘“Hit’s 
good thataway,” says the man, and he is right. 

The punkin is a tempting fellow in a pie or in the oven, but 
I had never thought of it as providing pecuniary temptation. That 
is, as a money maker. No one ever got rich growing punkins. 

But there was a traveling salesman bowling down a North 
Carolina road one Saturday night and his heart was glad and his 
eyes were dim and as he rounded a curve in the road he noticed 
a huge pile of punkins.

Dewey To Pave Way for Ike 


WASHINGTON—One of the main factors contributing to the 
now certain nomination of Thomas E. Dewey for a third Guberna- 
torial term in New York was the necessity of a Republican 
victory this year in the Empire State to pave the way for Presiden- 
tial nomination and election of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower in 1952. 


Backers of Eisenhower within and outside New York were in 
the forefront of the pressure that induced Lieut. Gov. Joe R. Han- 
ley to withdraw his candidacy for Governor in favor of Dewey. 
And Washington observers will not be surprised if Gen, Eisen- 
hower finds an opportunity during the approaching New York 
campaign to enter partisan politics and formally align himself with 
the Republican Party. 

Up to and including the Presidential election of 1948 Eisen- 
hower’s best claim to U. S. voting residence was Abilene, Kan., 
from which he entered West Point in 1909, and, so far as is known, 
he never has voted. But for the past two years he has been a 
resident of New York City, where he is clearly eligible to vote 
next November. His failure to do so certainly would be com- 
“mented on widely, and voter registrants in New York are asked 
to state their Dewey allegiance. 


Out Last December when. Gov. Dewey announced he would 

not run for President again, applying, he said, “to 1952, 
56 and "70—if I live that long,” it was reported that he was clear- 
ing the way to lead an Eisenhower boom. During the last few 
months Eisenhower and Dewey have been seen together frequently 
and they are said to have become close friends. 


Quit obviously, however, both Dewey's ability to deliver New 
York convention delegates to Eisenhower and the chances of the 
General winning nomination and election as a New Yorker would 
be badly marred by failure of the Republicans to win the Empire 
State this year. 

It is just as evident that, in the current atmosphere of war, 
endorsement by Gen. Eisenhower would prove a great help to 
Dewey in his bid for another Gubernatorial term. 

Coincident with the Hanley withdrawal, two opposition develop- 
ments increased Republican hopes of not only holding the New 
York Governorship, but adding a U. S. Senatorial seat from the 
State. 

First, a hot blast of opposition from labor unionists, both CIO 
and AFL. caused Judge Albert Conway, designee fo Governor of 
the New York City Democratic machine, to refuse to run. 


Second, the American Labor Party announced 
Labor Party that it would enter candidates for all State and 
city offices. 

The latter pronouncement was a blow especially to Sen. Herbert 
Lehman, who ousted John Foster Dulles, Gov. Dewey’s appointee 
to the Senate, in a contest confined to those two in 1949. Running 
without ALP opposition, Lehman's majority was 196,000, whereas 
the ALP nominee for Mayor, Vito Marcantonio, received 356,423 


Conceding that the ALP has been weakened by its Communist 
taint, under present war conditions, Republicans hope that Marc- 
antonio still will be able to divert enough votes from Lehman to 
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Some Comments on a Senator’s Column 


WASHINGTON—The bouquets and brickbats continue to flow in. I don’t. mind the criticisms, but 
there was one letter that I did resent—because it ridiculed you, my readers. 


A man wrote from Topsham, Maine, “Since 
probably the majority of people who read your 
column do little thinking, they swallow what 
you say, lock, stock and barrel, but what you say 
doesn't seem to stand up in the light of analysis.” 

The Topsham man should see my mail. One 
of the greatest prides I have is in the fact that 
the readers of my column, as indicated by the 
mail, are very serious thinking people. 


They are informed. They agree and dis- 
agree with my expressed views—but the 
main thing is that they very clearly think 
for themselves. 


A constructive critic from West Caldwell, 
N. J., gave me mixed reaction with “Your 
honesty is outstanding, but you make a fool of 
yougself with your statements.”” From Oakland, 
California, came a similar comment of “You 
can do a lot of good if you will stop messing 
around with a lot of crackpot nostrums.” I 
looked up “nostrum” in the dictionary and found 
one of its meanings was “quack recipe.” 

I think that my columns ‘on Korea brought 
forth some of the more extreme reactions. A 
Sharon Hill, Pennsylvania, woman wrote, “Read 
your article ‘Stop Kidding the Public.’ That goes 
for you, too.” But from a Chicago man came 
the observation of “I liked your statement on the 
situation in Korea. Your simple, comprehensible 
articles are doing a lot of good throughout the 
country.” 

A St. Petersburg, Fla.. woman really levelled 
her guns on me with “Are you really a Senator 
in the Senate in Washington? Our government 
and our country are surely in dire peril if they 
are in the hands of people like you. You are 
playing fiddle like Nero, while Rome burns.” 

Another critic similarly went back in his- 
tory to apply criticism of me as a Lisbon, Iowa, 
man wrote, “It was woman who was first ré- 
sponsible for the loss of peace on this earth—Eve. 
In your blabbering about freedom you could not 
go further astray from the eternal truth.” 

There was mixed reaction in the evaluation 
of my column. From a Dayton, Ohio, liberal 
came “Your column stating that conservatism 
was on the increase makes me wonder if you 
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read.” This was offset by the Elizabeth, N. J., 
man who wrote, “You are in truth conducting 
a ‘refresher’ course in civics through your column 
for adults who badly need it.” That was ex- 
tremely gratifying for I do hope that my column 
has such value. 


Tt is good te know that the column is 
making friends for me in some sections of the 
country as reforted by a Bainbridge, Ga.. 
man who reported, “You are held in the 
highest esteem by hundreds of intelligent 
thinking people in Georgia and other 
Southern states.” 


Two letters reflecting public attitudes both- 
ered me. One was a complimentary letter from 
an Appleton, Wisc., woman who stated, “Your 
article ‘Are We Worthy?’ made a deep impression 
on me. People today are too afraid to speak their 
minds lest they be accused of sinister motives.” 
Another was a letter from a St. Louis man which 
reported, “If you want a pulse of the public,. 


.I shall tell you. We are confused, to say the least.” 


There was solid proof that we all don't see 
the same things the same way—that the’ words 
in my column have different meanings to my 
readers. 

, Some said I was too Republican in my 
writings. Some complained that I was not Re- 
publican enough. 

A Philadelphia doctor observed, “You play 
too much politics in your column for the Ree 
publicans and against Democrats.” 

Yet a Philadelphia Republican chided, “Your 
columns do not always convey information that 
I would expect from a good Republican Senator.” 

A North Manchester, Ind., “dirt farmer” puz- 


zled me with “You are a reactionary, penny- 


pinching Republican. I thought I would write 
you for you seem to be rather progressive.” Yet 
a St. Albans, West Virginia, reader saw it another 
way with “It is very unkind of you to criticize 
fellow Republicans.” 

I think that the letter that moved my emo- 
tions ‘the most was the one from a New York 
family which. said simply, “Your column has 
meant more to us than we can say.” 


The Fierce Fight at Yongsan 


WITH U. S. FORCES IN KOREA—Just beyond the MP post in the still burning village of 
Yongsan, there were two North Koreans with their heads blown off. The young MP cheerfully 
explained that they had been killed in the dawn battle} when the engineers, cooks and bakers of 
the 2d Division, then minus almost all its regular infantry, had halted the enemy advance on 


Yongsan’s fringe. 

It had been the old story—a green Ameri- 
can division, insufficiently trained to meet the 
hard test of combat, and because the training 
had been tender, suffering a grave first reverse. 
For ‘a while it nad looked as though the whole 
front would come apart. But again, as usual, 
the North Koreans had been unable to press 
their advantage, and the Americans, in their 
almost bouncy way, had recovered themselves. 

On the afternoon after the rout, the counter- 
attack was being organized. 


In the morning, we had watched the first 
unsuccessful effort, when the thin files of 
men had been pinned down by cruel fire, 
and had then run back in spurts across the 
rice paddies, some dropping as they ran. 
Now Yongsan, stinking of the dead and the 
burning, was the front. Just beyond the 
village, a new attack was being organized. 
Along a road running out of the town, sol- 
diers were crowded. Machinegun emplace- 
ments and a herd of tanks were on two knolis 
forward, overlooking a valley beyond. 


At the turning, where the road surmounted a 
rise and commanded a wide prospect, a tank 
captain, an engineer captain and the captain of 
an infantry company were conferring over a map. 
“Jumpoff time is 4:30,” one of them said. 

For the grand opening, we took our position 
along the tanks. The tank captain, looking a 
little like the hero of an interplanetary romance 
in his odd helmet, hurriedly explained the plan. 
The tanks and machineguns would cover the at- 
tack. Under the curtain of their fire, a company 
of engineers would take the big hill on the left. 
The infantry company, hastily assembled from 
men who had escaped from the division's over- 
run forward positions, would advance along the 
hills to the left of the valley, until they had 
reached a little central hill at the end. 

“In two minutes, you open fire and cover 
the attacks,” shouted the tank captain, startingly 
loudly, at the end of his explanation. The men 
huddled on the tanks took their positions, the in- 
fantry on the road moved up a little. “Com- 
mence firing,” came the next shout. The tanks 
and machineguns opened up deafeningly. Dust 
and smoke plumed -upward everywhere on the 
hills beyond. . 

We scuttled across the road to the next knoll 
and up to the forward machinegun post, to see 
the infantry move out. Off to the left, across 
the rice paddies, the engineers were already 
working through the rice paddies, another thin 
file heartbreakingly like that turned back in the 
morning. ; 

On our knoll, the infantry captain shouted, 
“All right, men, let’s go!” The men went for-

ward at a stumbling run over the rise, where 
the machineguns were chattering furiously from 
their emplacement behind a grave mound. The 
company’s first sergeant urged the men on, 
shouting, “Come on, hubba, hubba,” and physi- 
cally driving one or two of the attached South 
Koreans who hung back. 

Among the engineers on the left, a man sud- 
denly fell. The enemy on the crest was begin- 
ning to recover from the tank and machinegun 
fire, to answer in kind. Another man dropped 
among th@ infantry on the right, but the engi- 
neers reached the foot of their hill, and the in- 
fantry attained their first ridge. Suddenly the 
brisk little Chinese-American lieutenant who 
was directing our machinegun fire, gave the order 
to go forward. Carrying their disassembled 
weapons, the machinegunners rushed after their 
fellows. 


The tank firing ceased, and there was 4 
loud rumble on the road. One, two, three, 
four, five tanks roared down the road, their 
way prepared by sa tank retriever which 
toased a killed, still smoking enemy tank, « 
leftover from the morning fighting, out of 
the way just under our knoll. We stood up 
to watch, but the North Koreans, now real- 
izing the machinegun was gone, opened fire, 
and thereafter we had to lie along our dusty 
grave mound, or expect to hear machinegun 
bullets sing around us and see the earth 
spurt up round about. 


Yet the scene was so stirring that one wanted 
to jump up and cheer. The engineers were one- 
third of the way, half the way, all the way up 
their hill. Suddenly they were to be seen along 
the ridge, firing down the other side. The in- 
fantry, meeting more resistance, took one line of 
hills and then the next, and moved out across 
rice paddies toward the hill that was their goal. 
The tanks, now fat forward, surrounded the little 
hill, firing into it and the valley beyond. The 
foot soldiers had crossed the paddies, they had 
reached the hill, they were on the crest. The job 
was done. 

The forward tanks vanished into a thick pat 
of smoke beyond the hill. The cackle of small 
arms fire grew less. We went to find the tank 
captain. 

He was jubilant. “Boy, this thing works 
beautifully, just exactly the way we sent it out.” 
At this instant, his observer hurried up, bran- 
dishing his field glasses in a queer sawing ges- 
ture. “Two of our tanks are burning, Captain, 
and one is hit. I saw the men jump out,” he said, 
in a queer harsh voice. And so ended the fight 
at Yongsan, that was meant to prepare the way 
for something far bigger, yet to come,

Weight Added Despite 
Diet May Be Water 


Reducing is sometimes an uphill climb. While ‘science 
promises that calorie subtraction and weight loss is as 
exact as four minus two... it can be a.case of delayed 
arithmetic. Paradoxical as it may seem, it is possible to 
actually gain weight while dieting to reduce. 


Now to explain this aggravat- 
ing phenomenon we have to go 


‘back to the old bugaboo, water 


retention. Here it is in scientific 
terms, as it was given in the 
American Medical Association 
Journal: “On a low calorie diet, 
tissue fat is oxidized, either as 
such or after reconversion to 
carbohydrate. The tissue spaces 
are then occupied by water or 
interstitial fluid, with greater 


specific gravity than fat.” 

It gives a clearer picture to 
think of the fat as being stored 
in tiny cells, each one contain- 
ing a droplet of fat. As fat is 
drawn on for energy, the drop- 
lets in the cells get smaller. But 
when there is a stubborn tend- 
ency to water retention in the 
cells, no wéight loss is apparent, 
and there can be a temporary 
weight increase. But when the 
water balance adjusts, the stored 
water will be abruptly released 
through the kidneys, and will 
be followed by a seemingly 
sudden loss in weight—perhaps 
5 or 6 pounds, or even more. 

This persistent water storage 
can go along for 10 days, or 
even 16. One dieter wrote that 
with her it continued for 21 
days, and just when she was 
about to abandon all hope, her 
weight suddenly dropped i1 
pounds’!

The boy’s right 
arm had been mlown off just above the elbow. 


As the doctor bound the stump 
with fresh bandages he wept 
unashamedly. 


The ‘boy, stunned, bewildered, 


and nearly asleep from mor- . 
phine whimpered only a bit. 


His mother hovered anxiously in 
the background and no one can 
ever tell me again that Orientals 
are impassive. 

The boy's arm had been blown 
off the night before as he and 
his mother moved with other 
refugees into American lines. A 
‘front line medical corpsman had 
applied a rough field dressing 
and a tourniquet to keep the lad 
from bleeding to death. 


Afterwards, the mother slung 
the boy to her back, papoose 
fashion, and walked until dawn 
looking for ferther aid. 

When she arrived at the aid 
Station, her back was covered 


with blood. The boy was nearly 
unconscious. 


The doctor went to work im- 
mediately. About half way 
through the job, tears began 
trickling down his face. 


When he was through, the 
doctor took the boy and the 
mother to a truck filled with
